Activities at Camden Prove 


Winter Training Still Alive 


By Bill Rone 


Camper, S. C. Ray Woolfe. manager of 
Camden's Thoroughbred facilities for Mrs. 
Marion du Pont Scott and trainer of the 
steeplechasers in her Montpelier stable. 
wears his optimism at a jaunty angle this 
year, 

The C. V. Whitney stable. after an 
absence of several years. had sent 12 of 
its young horses into winter quarters here 
last vear. and they helped Whitney become 
the leading money-winning owner of 1960. 
with total earnings of $1.039.091. And 
Montpelier was the top  money-winner 
among stables devoted to the jumping 
horse. picking up $101.419. All of this 
was won by 3. horses—Benguala_ ($71.- 
665). Nala ($23.839). and Kamsin 
($6.515). 

The examples of Montpelier and Whit- 
ney seemed to present strong arguments 
for winter training. which only a year or 
2 ago was thought by some to be rapidly 


expiring. But there was additional evi- 
dence that) Harry Guggenheim’s 


Cain Hoy Stable. the top money-winner of 
1959 and the No. 2 winner last year. has 
long wintered its 2-vyear-olds Colum- 
bia. and Louis Wolfson’s Harbor View 
Farm. the third-ranked stable of 1960. 
broke its yearlings. including Garwol. at 
trainer Lucien Laurin’s track near Holly 
Hill. 

In all fairness. however, it must be re- 
corded that Whitney's top money-win- 
ners—-Dotied Swiss ($296.900). Tompion 
($258.607). and Silver Spoon ($130.705) 
—did not train in South Carolina. Neither 
did Cain Hoy’s Bald Eagle ($398.085). 
But the younger horses which were sent 
here provided the vital depth that enabled 
C. V. Whitney and Cain Hoy to lead the 
list. 

This winter Whitney dispatched 22 
horses here. 10> more than in) 1960. In 
charge again is Ivor Balding. the English- 


born veteran who first came to South 
Carolina in the °30°s as a 7-goal_ polo 


plaver. Assisting Balding is J. J. (Bud) 
Greely 24-year-old son of the trainer 
of Whitney's Eastern division. Bud was 


graduated animal husbandry the 
University of Kentucky last June. 
Balding. who formerly ran the Ken- 


tucky farm that Whitney now handles him- 
self. is in over-all charge of the Eastern 
division. operating in the summer out of 


Old Westbury. N. Y. 


The operation here is only one part of 
Whitney's 4-pronged assault on racing. R. 
L. Wheeler has the Western division under 
his care in California. and the elder Gree- 
ly has 9 horses. including Dotted Swiss. 
Honey Dear. and The Tongan. at the farm 
in Kentucky. The plan is to have these 
horses fresh and ready to go a little later 
on in the season. 

Whitney's Camden division lists 10 2- 
year-olds and 12 older horses. One of 
the recent arrivals is the 3-year-old colt 
Chinchilla. winner of the 1960 Tyro 
Stakes. The youngster. by Counterpoint. 
chipped a bone in his ankle last year and 
was operated on. He arrived here on Feb- 
ruary 3. and he has been galloping. A 
few stalls away is Counter Call, second to 
Bowl of Flowers in the Frizette Stakes. 
This daughter of Counterpoint was given 
113. pounds in the Experimental Free 
Handicap. and she was well staked for 
1961. Another of Counterpoint’s sons. the 
}-year-old Counterate. winner of Church- 
il] Downs’ Clark Handicap, has been in 
training here since January 3. 

The Whitney hold out consid- 
able hope for the 3-year-old Phalanx colt 
Striking Foree. Lightly raced at 2. he has 
been nominated for the Triple Crown. He 
was gelded recently. 

The only other stakes winner in the 
barn is Bright Silver, a gray daughter of 
Native Dancer. After she left here last 
year she won the Lafayette at Keeneland 
and the Debutante at Churchill Downs 
Derby Day. After being out most of the 
summer. she came back in the fail to win 
another race. She has done no heavy work 
this winter to date. 

Balding and young Greely insist that 
they have not asked enough of the 2-year- 
olds yet to make judgments. Among. the 
youngsters are Silver Spoon’s half-brother 
Fog Horn (b. ¢.. Fisherman—Silver Fog) 
and Dotted half-brother 
Frane (ch. c.. Fool—Swistar). an 
awfully big one. 

\ half-brother to Tompion. named East- 
ern Flyer. by *Mahmoud. and Head Man’s 
half-brother. by Fisherman. didn’t go right 
in their early works here and were re- 
turned to the farm. 

Balding said that the adverse weather 
conditions this winter slowed his schedule. 
that his horses were not as far along as 
they were last year at this time.

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American Race Horses 


“Do I understand correctly,” writes 
Peter Vischer from his southern Maryland 
farm Habre de Venture, “that American 
Race Horses is not to be published again, 
or that the average earnings index now 
included in that volume is to be dropped? 
This index seems to me very important, 
and | am wondering if you are planning 
to publish this in some other form? ... 
If this earnings index could be made avail- 
able by February 15 or March 1, it would 
be most helpful in deciding upon matings 
for the coming year.” 

American Race Horses for 1960 will be 
published in substantially the same form 
as for the years 1958 and 1959, except 
that the short section given over to brood- 
mare sires probably will be eliminated, 
since it entails more expense than its ref- 
erence value justifies. Work on the book 
is well advanced. But there is no prospect 
of ever having the list of sires and their 
runners ready for publication by March 
l—unless and until the accumulation and 
organization of data are submitted to 
automation. 

The future of American Race Horses, 
after the 1960 volume. remains to be de- 
cided. perhaps by the publications board 
of the United Thoroughbred Owners and 
Breeders. if the owners’ and_ breeders’ 
associations are merged according to the 
plan approved last month by a committee 
of the American Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association. The fiscal problem remains, 
how to sell enough copies at a price high 
enough to pay the costs of production. 
Presently the outlook for a solution to 
this problem is a bleak one. 

The sire list inaugurated in American 
Race Horses in 1958 is a counterpart of 
the invaluable list of dams and their run- 
ners in Thoroughbred Broodmare Records. 
Like the latter volume, it would be useful 
to anyone with more than a few thousand 
dollars invested in racing and_ breeding 
stock, and if allowed to accumulate for 
several years. it would supply the basic 
data for research of value to the industry. 
On the other hand, the reference and re- 
search material comes at too high a price: 
the few who can afford to pay for it 
cannot afford the time to use it. Hence 
the possible abandonment of the project. 


Racing Amendment in Texas 


There are no statistics to prove the 
point, but a large number of persons all 
over the country will have observed that 
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Texans are inclined to make wagers in 
keeping with the size and wealth of their 
state. The most vigorous advocate of giv- 
ing them the chance to do their wagering 
at home—and to pay mutuel taxes at 
home—is V. E. (Red) Berry, who won 
his place in the House of Representatives 
primarily by declaring his support of 
racing. 

Berry’s first hope is to obtain legislative 
approval for a resolution submitting a 
constitutional amendment to Texas voters 
in November, 1962. The amendment would 
authorize mutuel betting on horse races 
in Dallas, Tarrant. Harris, Galveston, 
Bexar. Midland, Hidalgo, Cameron, and 
Webb Counties. subject to approval by 
local option. One-half of the state’s rev- 
enue from racing would be distributed 
among the counties which do not have 
racing. and counties with tracks in opera- 
tion would collect 2 per cent of the 
mutuel turnover. 

The resolution to authorize a popular 
vote on the amendment is to come up for 
consideration in the House of Represent- 
atives at Austin on Tuesday morning, 
March 21. In the hope of persuading 
other legislators that Texas opposition to 
mutuel betting is not nearly so strong as 
they have imagined. Berry is about to 
start collecting straw votes from adver- 
tisements to appear in newspapers of 
March 9. The question presented is 
whether the voter is in favor of allowing 
the people of Texas to vote on the amend- 
ment. 

If Texas is to have racing in the fore- 
seeable future. Red Berry’s plan for it 
appears to be the one most likely to suc- 
ceed. If Berry’s proposal fails to gain 
approval. it seems most unlikely that an- 
other advocate with equal resources and 
enthusiasm will undertake to reinstate the 
sport in the Lone Star State. 
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Straight Answer 


In December, when the committee 
headed by George B. Rasin Jr. made pub- 
lic its report on Maryland racing after 
a 5-month study, the chairman said: 

“I have the feeling that one of the 
keenest problems is to find means of com- 
bating attempts to run away from compe- 
tition. Instead of analyzing its problems 
and setting a course to meet them head- 
on, Maryland racing has been running 
away. In so doing it has fritted away its 
position among racing states.” 

The running away was more easily 
pointed out than remedied, of course. On 
one important consideration, the commit- 
tee itself refused to run away. It pre- 
ferred to stand four-square on both sides 
of the fence. Point 9 in the summary of 
the committee’s findings. as summarized 
by Joe B. Hickey Jr. in The Blood-Horse 
of December 24, was: 

“Tt would not necessarily be detrimental 
to the state to allow a private interest to 
experiment with night racing at its own 
risk and at its own expense. with no finan- 
cial or other responsibility whatsoever to 
be ~orne in any way by the state.” 

The significance inherent in this mas- 
terful equivocation was clear at the time 
the report was released to the public. 
Jerold C. Hoffberger, president of the 
National Brewing Company and owner 
of a No. 1 political shillelah. was prepared 
to change his half-mile Baltimore Race- 
way from 24 nights of harness racing to 
36 nights of Thoroughbred racing. the 
extra 12 nights to be appropriated from 
the 12 days formerly allotted to the half- 
mile course at Bel Air. 

Last week the Baltimore Sun reported 
that a bill authorizing the Raceway’s plans 
was about to be dropped into the hopper 
in the General Assembly at Annapolis, 
and that a majority of the racing com- 
mission already was committed to support 
the switch to night racing. The immediacy 
of the situation brought a few chills to 
some of the old-line advocates of good 
racing in the state. The Sun commented: 

... Tf racing is to be thought of only from 
the point of view of quick money for the State 
treasury, and for the track that 
thing. But do the State or the owners want to 
jeopardize a reputation for quality, as well as 
quantity. laboriously built up over many decades? 

If we had some straight answers from informed 
persons, we should feel happier about the pro- 
pesed changes in the State’s racing pattern. 


owners, is one 


The straight answer appears to lie in 
the statement made by the Rasin commit- 
tee in December. Whatever detrimental 
effects a trial of night racing at a half- 
mile track may have. the state itself should 
wash its hands and disclaim any respon- 
sibility whatsoever. 

If there are straighter (or more cheer- 
ful) answers than that, we hope the 
friends of racing will send them to the 
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Among the many traditions incident- 
al to the Kentucky Derby is the annual 
announcement by the Churchill Downs 
president that the race will be a wide- 
open affair. 

Wathen Knebelkamp, who saw his 
first Derby from the trunk rack of his 
father’s Pierce Arrow, has been clock- 
ing Derby prospects and owners for 
several months now. and the tradition 
is still intact. He says the 87th Ken- 
tucky Derby. which drew 155 nomina- 
tions (see page 566), “is wide open.” 

The observation has been made that 
there isn’t a quarter’s worth of 3-year- 
olds around today. This deserves scant 
credence, because the worth of many 
3-year-olds has yet to be demonstrated 
(who ever thought of Kelso in terms 
of horse-of-the-year last March?) At- 
tempting to compare the over-all qual- 
ity of this year’s 3-year-olds with that, 
say. of 1957 is fruitless inasmuch as 
Bold Ruler, *Gallant Man, Round 
Table, and Iron Liege will not run in 


the 87th Kentucky Derby. 


Attention, therefore, is directed to 
the current crop and the records posted 
by its most conspicuous performers to 
date. Ignoring last year’s 2-year-old 
champion, Miss Patrice Jacobs’ Hail 
to Reason, currently serving his initial 
season at stud at Dr. Charles Hagyard’s 
farm near Lexington, Ky., we start a 
notch lower on Jimmy Kilroe’s Experi- 
mental Handicap. 

CARRY BACK (122 pounds), bred, 
owned, and trained by Jack Price. He 
is by Saggy out of Joppy, a mare ac- 
quired for $300, half of which repre- 


sented unpaid board bills. In a way,. 


he reminds one of Bally Ache — game, 
disdainful of track conditions, superior 
to his pedigree. 

With victories in the Everglades and 
Flamingo Stakes and total earnings to 
date of $398.018. Carry Back is the 
horse to beat. and owners of horses 
with flossier pedigrees are confident of 
doing just that on the first Saturday 
in May. 

Carry Back developed a shoe boil 
the night before the Flamingo, but the 
puff on his left elbow and the bouncing 
he got from Crozier near the finish of 
the race did not deter him from settling 
the matter at hand. 

PAPPA’S ALL (122) bred and 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. G. D. King of 
California. The husky son of *Pappa 
Fourway. which has never been charged 
with siring plodders, has started 4 
times this year and has won two allow-

March 3. In the San Vicente Handi- 
cap, on January 31. he was unplaced 
after setting the early pace, beaten 11 
lengths by Captain Fair, Olden Times.

Pappa’s All is scheduled to meet

BOWL OF FLOWERS (120), bred 
and owned by Mrs. Isabel Dodge 
Sloane. Champion of her division last 
season, the daughter of Sailor—Flower 
Bowl, was one of 2 fillies nominated 
for the Kentucky Derby. She will not 
run in the Derby, however. She was 
fired on December 22, and worked for 
the first time this year on February 22. 
Trainer J. Elliott Burch said her first 
objective this season would be_ the 
Acorn, Mother Goose, and CCA Oaks. 
New York’s own “Triple Crown for 
fillies.” 

GARWOL (120). bred by John 
Hanes and Leslie Combs II, owned by 
Louis E. Wolfson. A son of *My 
Babu—Fleece. by Revoked. Garwol 
won the Pimlico Futurity after losing 
by a nose to stablemate Roving Min- 
strel in the Champagne Stakes. 

In his only start this season he gave 
Beau Prince 8 pounds and lost the 
7-furlong race by a half-length. It was 
an encouraging performance. indicat- 
ing that Garwol would be a major 
factor in the spring classics. 

OLDEN TIMES (120). bred and 
owned by Rex Ellsworth. The son of 
Relic—*Djenne was beaten a head bv 
Captain Fair in the San Vicente Handi- 
cap, then led all the way to win the 
Breeders’ Champion Stakes by a neck 
from Flutterby. which later nipped 
him by a nose in the Breeders’ Trial 
Stakes. In last Saturday’s Santa Anita 
Derby he was unplaced to Four-and- 
Twenty, Ronnie’s Ace, and Flutterby. 
More must be seen of this colt. 


CROZIER (119), bred and owned 
by Fred W. Hooper. Crozier, also by 
*My Babu. did not seem to be bothered 
by the 9 furlongs of the Everglades 
and Flamingo. but unless he learns 
to hold a true course. he'll get all his 
jocks ruled off. Manuel Yeaza was 
suspended for the colt’s performance 
in the Everglades. Chris Rogers for 
his race in the Flamingo. 

BEAU PRINCE (114). sired by 
Bull Lea, bred and owned by Calumet 
Farm, trained by Jimmy Jones, sched- 


uled to be ridden by Eddie Arcaro. 
This is a Derby combination of un- 
common success, and cannot be ignored 
after May 6. 


Jones is not very high on this horse. 
but then he is seldom high on a horse 
until after a race. Beau Prince has 
yet to become Bull Lea’s 56th Ameri- 
can stakes winner, but his races seem 
to be leading up to it. He has run in 
4 7-furlong races, losing the first by 
21% lengths and 2 others by a head 
and a nose. He could become a stakes 
winner any day now. 


Jones says he is shooting for the 
moon in pointing Beau Prince for the 
Derby. Aside from Whirlaway. Cita- 
tion and maybe Tim Tam, he was said 
to have been shooting with Pensive, 
Ponder, Hill Gail, and Iron Liege. 


Among the Others 


Max Bell and Frank McMahon ap- 
parently have a strong entry in AI- 
berta Ranches’ Four-and-Twenty and 
Flutterby. The latter, a son of *Noor 
out of a distinguished race mare, *Blue 
Butterfly, was awarded 117 pounds in 
the Experimental off his placings in 
the 1960 Golden Gate Futurity and 
California Breeders’ Trial Stakes. 


The undefeated Four-and-Twenty 
raced only once as a 2-year-old, and 
the Santa Anita Derby was his fourth 
victory. 

Johnny Longden had his choice of 
the Alberta mounts, and he chose Four- 
and-Twenty. which could give him his 
first Kentucky Derby since Count Fleet. 
Both rider and horse like it on the 
front end. The charts indicate Four- 
and-Twenty has not been headed since 
the first call of his first race, when he 
was second by a head. 


R. S. LeSage’s Captain Fair carried 
an impressive string of victories into 
the 9-furlong Santa Anita Derby. and 
came out with the reputation of being 
a very tough horse at a mile and 70 
yards or less. 

Mrs. V. E. Smith’s Bass Clef came 
from last place in a field of 14 to win 
the Louisiana Derby for his fourth 
straight triumph at the Fair Grounds. 
It has been a long time since Black 
Gold, and one may be hesitant before 
talking up a son of Gold Note on the 
first Saturday in May. 

Something could come out of South 
Carolina. Wily Max Hirsch has a Mid- 
dleground colt. Bal Mussette. which 
he is high on in a casual way. Hirsch 
may be thinking of the Belmont Stakes. 
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Longden, Four-and-Twenty 
In Front-Running Score

Los ANGELES. One rather engrossing 
feature of the Santa Anita Derby build- 
up was the question as to which of the 
Albert Ranches colts John Longden 
would ride. The old fellow, whose son 
Vance was training the horses, had first 
choice, and whether he picked Flutterby 
or Four-and-Twenty would be the tip-off 
as to which was the more promising. 
Purely an academic question—but absorb- 
ing. nevertheless. 

Longden, who has no aversion to being 
the star of such a drama, did nothing to 
indicate which way he was leaning. He 
waited until 1:30 on the afternoon of 
Derby day before announcing that he 
would ride Four-and-Twenty. The mount 
on the other half of the powerful entry 
went to Eddie Arcaro. 

Aside from the drama of the situation, 
which Longden loves, there was ample 
reason to hesitate in making a choice be- 
tween the 2 colts. Flutterby, a fashionably 
bred, stretch-running son of *Noor and 
*Blue Butterfly, had shown his quality by 
defeating Olden Times in the San Felipe 
Handicap. Four-and-Twenty was a fairly 
unknown quantity. even though he had 
won each of his 3 starts and had been 
headed only once, and then briefly. A 


week before the Derby, in an allowance 
race at a mile and a sixteenth, he gave 
an indication of what might be in the 
offing by winning, eased up, by almost 
4 lengths in 1:4125. The time of the race 
made Four-and-Twenty look especially 
good, because Flutterby and Olden Times 
had needed 1:4215 to settle their close 
arguments in the San Felipe and Breeders 
Champion Stakes and because it equaled 
the fastest time of the meeting, by the 
older Prove It. What’s more, his style of 
running seemed to fit Longden’s style of 
riding. and Arcaro’s potent whip seemed 
to be what Flutterby needed to entice him 
to give his best. 

Four-and-Twenty, as expected. took 
charge of the Derby field at the start. 
With a lead that wavered between 1 and 
2 lengths. Four-and-Twenty rounded the 
turn and raced down the backstretch, ears 
pricking. At his heels were Olden Times. 
Wire Us. and Captain Fair. 

Wire Us dropped back near the half- 
mile-pole. just as Arcaro left the rail and 
came to the outside with Flutterby. With 
Ronnie’s Ace in his wake, Flutterby 
moved up steadily. but with a quarter-mile 
to go. Four-and-Twenty. running easily. 


still had his lead. 


Then, according to Longden, Four-and- 
Twenty heard the roar of the crowd, and 
the green colt hesitated slightly. Olden 
Times and Captain Fair had clear shots 
at him, but were not up to the occasion. 
Flutterby, according to the official film 
patrol. stumbled or bobbled slightly, and 
Arcaro had a job getting him back into 
stride again. 

Four-and-Twenty’s real menace came 
from a totally unexpected quarter. Ron- 
nie’s Ace, a game little colt which carries 
the colors of William Radkovich and Wil- 
bur Clark, charged up on the outside, 
drew almost even with Four-and-Twenty, 
and seemed headed for certain victory. In 
mid-stretch the margin was a head, and 
for a moment it seemed that Four-and- 
Twenty’s pace-making efforts had taken 
their toll. 

Alex Maese, on Ronnie’s Ace, flailed 
away with a left-hand whip, and Longden 
went to work on Four-and-Twenty. In a 
display of exceptional gameness, Four- 
and-Twenty came on again, in the last 
sixteenth edging away from his resolute 
rival. Four-and-Twenty went under the 
wire with three-quarters of a length to 
spare. and Ronnie’s Ace was 31% lengths 
in front of the third place Flutterby. 


Behind them, the order of finish was 
*Game, Dr. Miller, Captain Fair, Olden 
Times, Ballpoint, Jewel Thief, *Gay Land- 
ing. Songman. Wire Us, Bent Spur, and 
the filly Fun House. 

The Derby produced 5 possibilities for 
the Kentucky Derby— the first 4 and 
Olden Times. To this list. add Pappa’s 
All. which passed up the Derby because 
he was not quite ready. Pappa’s All won 
the Determine Purse on the afternoon 


Alberta Ranches’ Four-and-Twenty, under John Longden, led all the way to win the Santa Anita Derby by three-quarters 
of a length from Ronnie’s Ace. Flutterby, other half of the Alberta entry, came up fast to finish in third place. 
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before the Derby. and looked especially 
good, and by May 6. he should be at 
the top of his form. 

Longden gave full credit for the Derby 
victory to his 3l-year-old son. “People 
have the impression I run the stable.” 
Johnny said, “but Vance is really re- 
sponsible for the success of the stable. 
My son is the one who did it.” 

Vance, who once rode at the bush 
tracks during summer vacations, indicated 
that Four-and-Twenty and Flutterby would 
be shipped to Golden Gate Fields, and 
from there to Kentucky. 


Return from a Fracture 


At one time in his career. last April. it 
was touch and go whether Four-and- 
Twenty ever would race again. While 
training at Hollywood Park. he fractured 
the tibia on his near side. 

“I was working him from the gate one 
morning.” Vance said, “and I could 
feel it go.” The injury was described as 
a hairline fracture. 

Treatment in such cases required com- 
plete immobilization, and Four-and-Twenty 
was tied to the wall of his stall for 6 or 
7 weeks. Dr. James Temple. who attended 
the colt, explained that any action on the 
leg might have developed complications 
and prevented Four-and-Twenty from ever 
racing. Once such an injury is healed. 
the leg is as good as new, the veterinarian 
said. 

Three months after the fracture. Four- 
and-Twenty was able to resume training. 
He won his maiden start on December 2 
zt Golden Gate Fields. 


solid 
colt, weighing an estimated 1,075 pounds. 
Flutterby is built more along classic lines, 
yet weighs about the same as his stable- 
mate. Vance. who exercises both, said 
they had ideal dispositions and were easy 
to handle.

Good Business, 
Fast Filly

Miami. Hialeah Park concluded its 
40-day meeting on March 3 with the 
handle down 6.4 per cent and attendance 
down 6.2 per cent. But no tears were 
shed by the management. 

Before the meeting began Eugene 
Mori and son had expressed hopes that 
the record meeting of 1960 would be sur- 
passed. When the present meeting ended, 
they decided they were perfectly happy 
to have equaled the 1959 meeting. 

“We feel we had a satisfactory meet- 
ing.” said young Mori. executive vice 
president and treasurer. “It isn’t realistic 
to expect to set new records every year. 

“We reached an all-time high last year, 
and in the light of the economic condi- 
tions we faced this season we did well 
to equal our handle of 1959. We consid- 
ered that meeting a good one; we have 
no reason to complain when we attain 
virtually the same mutuel handle this 
year. 

“We were down 6 per cent. A lot of 
businesses I know of would be tickled to 
death to be down only 6 per cent. 
In view of the recession, and the con- 
siderable unemployment in Miami, and the 
fact that the tourist season was slow in 
getting started ... we are satisfied. I 
think racing has a good future in Miami. 
There are fluctuations. but the area is 
growing and the over-all picture is good.” 

Mori revealed that Hialeah was ready 
to build a training track, with construc- 
tion scheduled to start in 2 months. The 
track will be located 6 miles from the 
main track, just off the new Palmetto 
Bypass. Hialeah owns a 200-acre plot, 
but will utilize only 100 acres at this 
time. Ten barns will be built, as a start- 
ing point. with 20 stalls in each. 

“It will depend on how many people 
subscribe.” Mori said. “We can make 
room for an additional 200 horses on the 
first 100 acres. The track will be three- 
quarters of a mile. The architect is work- 
ing on the plans now; the plant will be 
completed by fall.” 

The training center’s principal purpose 
is to ease the pressure of stabling year- 
lings. Many trainers of large stables were 
unhappy this year when forced to stable 
their yearlings at Tropical or Gulfstream, 


thus splitting their stables. The ratio set . 


by Mori was 1 yearling to 4 older horses. 
“Yearlings have been a major problem,” 
Mori said. “Many of the top stables 
have 10 to 15 yearlings that they have no 
intention of racing. We cannot permit 
them to use Hialeah as a training center.”

The Alberta Ranches entry of Four-and-Twenty 
and Flutterby was favored at 7 to 10 over 12 
others in the 24th running of the Santa Anita 
Derby. Flutterby had beaten essentially the same 
field in the San Felipe Handicap on February 
18, and Four-and-Twenty was unbeaten in 3 starts, 
the last at 1;4; miles on February 25, a week before 
the Derby. 

Four-and-Twenty set the pace, repulsed challenges 
by Olden Times and Ronnie’s Ace, and won by 
three-quarters of a length from Ronnie’s Ace. 
Flutterby made his usual closing bid to finish 
third, 3% lengths farther back. Four-and-Twenty 
ran the 1% miles in 1:48, a fifth of a second 
slower than the stakes record set last year by 
Tompion. 

Four-and-Twenty was foaled May 9, 1958, at 
The Annex, Lexington, Ky., while the farm was 
the property of Lou Doherty, owner of the Stallion 
Station. His dam, *Sixpence II, raced in Ireland 
and England as a 2-year-old, winning 5 of her 
6 starts, and was the high-weighted filly on both 
the Irish and English Free Handicaps. At the 
end of her 2-year-old season she was bought by 
Alberta Ranches for £20,000 ($56,000). For Al- 
berta she won 3 allowance races at Hollywood and 
Santa Anita Parks, was fourth to Miz Clementine 
in the Sea Breeze Stakes. After Wilder Ripley 


and Vance Longden severed their partnership with 
Alberta Ranches last year Vance Longden became 
the owner of *Sixpence II. 

Four-and-Twenty is the first stakes winner for 
Blue Prince, which stands at the Stallion Station. 
Blue Prince raced in England for his breeder,

He won in his first start 
there, on December 15, by 3 lengths, but when a 
urinalysis showed the presence of the drug 
Pipradol, he was disqualified. As ‘absolute in- 
surer” of the horse, trainer A. W. Rupelt was 
suspended for 60 days, and Bass Clef was turned 
over to trainer Harold G. Bockman, for whom 
he won 2 races before returning to the care of 
Rupelt, on February 19. Bass Clef won again on 
February 25, and when he came out a week later 
for the Louisiana Derby he was favored at 7 to 5. 

Breaking from the outside post in the 14-horse 
field, Bass Clef was well out of it until the final 
turn. He overtook King of Kentucky and Loyal 
Son in the final furlong and drew clear at the 
finish. His time, 1:50%, was four-fifths of a 
second slower than the track record. 

His owner, Mrs. V. E. Smith, also bred and 
raced Etelka, the dam of Bass Clef, and in 1944-46 
her colors were carried by the good sprinter 
Sirius, winner of the Hawthorne Sprint, Cherokee 
Park, and Phoenix Handicaps. Bass Clef was the 
second stakes winner by the 1951 Will Rogers 
Stakes winner Gold Note, which was represented 
in 1958 by the Michigan Futurity winner First 
Gold. Owned by Mrs. William O. Bridge, Gold 
Note stands at Shinroe Farm, Pontiac, Mich.

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Bass Clef Wasn’t Timid 
In Louisiana Derby

New Orveans. It was not surprising 
that Bass Clef was favored for the Louisi- 
ana Derby. but that he was such a strong 
choice seemed a bit unreasonable. This 
would be his toughest test. Facing the best 
local 3-year-olds and 3 invaders, he would 
have to circle 13 horses to make his cus- 
tomary outside stretch run. 

Bass Clef, 7 to 5 in the mutuels, did 
exactly that. making the Derby, part of 
the closing program, a superlative climax 
to the season. 

As the 14-horse field passed the finish 
line the first time, King of Kentucky was 
setting the pace, as usual, with Your Bill. 
Bull Story. Moty Taw. and Thinking Man 
close behind. Bass Clef settled into last 
place. and there he stayed around the 
turn and most of the way down the back- 
stretch, running as much as 18 to 20 
lengths behind the leader. 

“Bass Clef started passing horses on 
his own before I called on him.” jockey 
Ronnie Baldwin said afterwards. He went 
by Orleans Doge leaving the backstretch. 
moved to the outside, passed 4 horses on 
the turn, and then went into a drive that. 
for Fair Grounds veterans, called up 
visions of Whirlaway’s 1942 Louisiana 


Handicap. Under left-handed urging from 
Baldwin. Bass Clef flew by the field in 


the final furlong to win by a_ length, 


Mrs. V. E. Smith’s Bass Clef, come-from-behind son of G 


pulling away. The time for the 11% miles 
was 1:5015. which was four-fifths of a 
second slower than the track record set 
by Master Palynch in the 1959 Derby. 

A length behind Bass Clef was the 
longest-priced horse in the race, Loyal 
Son. which also had moved from far back. 
King of Kentucky, winner of 4 races here, 
was third. causing trainer W. U. Ridenour 
to conclude that “he just can’t go more 
than a mile and a sixteenth.” Next was 
Moty Taw, in from Hot Springs for the 
race. 

The biggest disappointment was Your 
Bill. flown from Florida after his fine 
performance in the Flamingo. in which he 
was third, 8 lengths astern of Carry Back. 
In the Louisiana Derby Your Bill stayed 
near the pace for 6 furlongs, then fell 
back to beat only one horse. 

Bred and owned by Mrs. V. E. Smith, 
Bass Clef is a chestnut gelding by a 
Michigan stallion, Gold Note. out of the 
Hash mare Etelka. 

“He was broken in Michigan,” trainer 
A. W. Rupelt said a few days before the 
Derby. “and he was so timid and scared 
of everything they decided to geld him. 
When he was sent to me at the track 
he wouldn’t go within 10 feet of another 
horse.

times before he’d even walk out fast, 
and then I finally talked the starter into 
letting him go in a race. He didn’t break 
with the field in that race, but he caught 
up and finished second.” 

Bass Clef still is a come-from-behind 
runner. And he closes on the outside be- 
cause he refuses to go between horses. 

Rupelt. who was assistant to trainer 
John M. Goode until Goode died in 1952, 
had further headaches with Bass Clef. 
He never knew when Bass Clef would feel 
like working. or how long he would work. 
Then there was the matter of Rupelt’s 
69-day suspension. 

Bass Clef made his first start at the 
Fair Grounds on December 15. winning 
easily over a mediocre field. Several days 
later the chemist reported finding the 
analgesic “Pipradol or a like drug.” and 
an investigation of Rupelt and his stable 
hands followed. They were absolved in 
the matter of administering any drug. 
but were blamed for negligence in leaving 
the horse unattended. 

Under Louisiana racing rules, Rupelt 
was held responsible for the horse and 
he got a 60-day suspension. Bass Clef 
was turned over to H. G. Bockman, for

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The House of Ludwig, 
Shaken But Still Standing 


By J. Mortimer Sheppard 


The stable foreman slipped a_ bridle 
on the old one, and he came out of the 
box stall buck-jumping like a 2-year-old. 
“Still thinks he’s going to paddock and 
post every time we take him out for 
exercise,” the foreman said with a trace 
of pride in his voice, “but hell quiet in 
a moment or two.” The year was 1958. 

The 25-year-old stallion looked about, 
spotted the foreman’s young daughter, 
and neighed loudly, tossing his head in 
a commanding manner. The girl smiled 
and went over. placing her arm about 
the old fellow’s neck; then, vaulting light- 
ly onto his bare back. she took the reins 
and sweet-talked him as he moved out on 
the bridle path and broke into a dignified 
canter. 

The foreman lounged against the rail 
fence, and I turned to Prince Ludwig. 
So that was the great Botos. the unbeat- 
able Thoroughbred of his time, the horse 
which won 60 stakes and handicaps; still 
alive, still a fair-looking hide in spite of 
his quarter of a century. 

“Botos,” the Prince said, “is still a lot 


of horse. The old gentleman is_ still 
siring some of our foals, and his offspring 
develop into fine, upstanding colts and 
fillies of good bone, a wealth of some- 
thing more than common horse sense, 
tractable. and always useful. Botos does 
not carry as much flesh as I should like. 
but his health is good and I hope to have 
him around for another few years. He 
and I had a rough time of it in Hungary 
during the war. and we are both fortunate 
to be here in Bavaria. safe and sound.” 

With its great trading and industrial 
center of Munich, Bavaria is one of the 
most prosperous parts of present day 
West Germany, and its fame as a beauty 
spot is matched only by the acknowledged 
superiority of its brew. If Bavaria were 
still a kingdom, Prince Ludwig von Bay- 
ern would be king. but the prince holds 
no ambition for rule beyond the precincts 
of his picturesque stud farm near the 
village of Leutstetten, between Munich 
end Starnberg. Politics hold less interest 
for the prince than yesterday’s wobbly- 
legged foal.

Ascetic in appearance, diffident, quiet. 
and soft-spoken, Prince Ludwig warms 
only when conversation drifts to horses, 
the one topic that he will discuss freely 
with those outside his immediate family 
circle and intimate friends.

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tremely short supply, and since we liad 
raised Belgian hares at our Hungarian 
stock farm, we loaded the extra space in 
the horse cars with them, and_ passed 
them out to every railroad worker. soldier 
non-com, and village official who became 
inquisitive. And. of course, we had to 
have a strong ‘story’ about the horses, 
This would vary according to who chal- 
lenged us. and our horses would be en 
route for high Soviet army officers at 
one point. or Allied officers at another. 
We had to size up our adversaries at 
every stop. and quickly formulate a tale 
that would serve our purpose and over- 
awe them into letting us proceed. soften- 
ing matters with a gift of one or more 
of our edible hares. 


“And even after we reached our estates 
here in Bavaria, the problem of holding 
on to our horses was most difficult. There 
is, as you have observed. much _ forest 
land upon our property, and several times 
we were informed that troops were com- 
ing through the area, so we simply hid 
our mares and Botos among the trees. 
The local peasants never failed to give us 
ample warning for they have always held 
the House of Ludwig in high regard.” 


Conforming to the ancient Hungarian 
custom, Prince Ludwig’s horses 
branded twice, but not on the rump where 
the brand is visible and unsightly. The 
brands are small and placed where the 
saddle covers or hides them. The right 
hand brand indicates the sire. while one 
on the left denotes the stud farm = or 
breeder. 

The stable’s veterinarian is a retugee 
from Hungary and a former riding mas- 
ter at the famous Spanish Riding School 
in Vienna. Austria. He escaped Com- 
munist Hungary through some clever con- 
niving and plotting on the part of the 
Prince. and he is now permanently en- 
sconced in Bavaria. handling much of 
the breeding and management of the 
Prince’s stock and supervising certain of 
the training problems. 

Some time ago a riding horse was 
wanted by a motion picture company that 
was filming an epic entitled “The Empress 
of Austria.” a European production. The 
horse would be asked to jump an obstacle 
about 5 feet in height. carrying a woman 
riding side-saddle. and the problem lay 
in the fact that mirrors had to be placed 
in such a manner that the horse would 
be completely blinded by reflected light: 
unable to see the jump or obstacle. he 
would respond only to the urge or signal 
of the rider. The rider. of course. was 
to be a_ professional equestrian. acting 
as a double for the leading lady. 

With but 60 days’ notice. Prince Lud- 
wig’s riding master trained a 16-year-old 
daughter of Botos to jump the given 
height. with inches to spare. and solely 
upon the rider’s indication. Bear in mind 
that the mare also had to be conditioned

The scene went off perfectly in 2 takes. 
and the mare. which had been put into 
mild training to tighten her up and make 
her presentable as well as able to perform 
the extremely difficult) assignment. then 
went back to the stud farm. where she 
is again mothering a foal. 

“Why.” [I asked. “did you select a 16- 
year-old for such a task? Wouldn't a 
younger horse have served better?” 

“As we saw it.” the Prince replied. 
“this mare was ideal for the assignment. 
She had been a show jumper in her 
younger days. and she was. we knew. a 
most reliable and. above all. steady mare. 
Age. we reason. is a comparative thing 
in horses as with humans — up to a point. 
Some men are more active at 50 than 
others at 30. These are somewhat in the 
minority. true. but when you have a really 
good man who is fit. he is a better man 
at middle age than a youngster who might 
be prone to flightiness. A really aged 
horse such as Botos at 25, or a man of 
70 or more. has admittedly slowed down. 
But according to our Hungarian and 
Bavarian beliefs. a middle-aged horse or 
man is far the best for any important 
and exacting job except one that calls for 
extreme physical effort and physical exer- 
tion, such as racing in a horse. boxing 
or some other violent exertion in a man. 

“This mare was in good condition for 
her age. and the jump was a single. not 
one of several as in a steeplechase event. 
The mare has understanding. brains if 
you will. and from her long association 
with our methods of kindly persuasion 
rather than force. she has acquired con- 
fidence in us. She knew that we would 
not ask the impossible of her, and she 
knew also that to be obedient was to 
please us. Our judgment was not mis- 
placed.” 

In bygone years horses of the Ludwig 
stud were bred and trained for the Hun- 
garian and Prussian cavalry. and during 
the first World War many. if not most 
of the mounts “enlisted” in the Imperial 
German Horse. and the famed Uhlan Cav- 
alry came from one of the Ludwig horse 
farms. These horses. many of which died 
for the Kaiser, were immune to the 
frightening shots and sounds of battle. 

“My grandfather.” the Prince recalled. 


“divided his time between our lands in 
Hungary and Bavaria. and [| remember 
well his tales of training our horses for 
military service: how cannon. shooting 
blanks. were discharged during training 
maneuvers. and how rounds of infantry 
ammunition. blank cartridges. were fired 
off to accustom the horses and mentally 
condition them. Our horses were taught 
to charge straight into the face of cannon 
and to jump or hurdle the big guns when 
necessary. 

“Around the middle of the 19th cen- 
tury. some Arabian stock was imported 
and added to our strain of horseflesh. 
This blood was gradually absorbed. and 
when we left Hungary on our dash for 
freedom to Bavaria during the latter days 
of the late war. 2 of our stud books were 
left behind. inadvertently. and lost to us 
so that we can no longer properly trace 
our present stock to the Arabian mares 
that make up part of their ancestry. We 
do know, though. that the Arabian blood 
is there right enough. and it shows plainly 
in the level heads that we breed. The 
Arabian is. above all. an intelligent and 
courageous equine.” 

Prince Ludwig never raises his voice. 
He expresses anger or pleasure by tone 
rather than volume. His commands are 
always given in a low tone of voice. 
friendly but firm. 

Although in demand. socially. Prince 
Ludwig rarely accepts invitations. He 
lives in quiet tranquility with his lovely 
wife and their young son. Their amuse- 
ments are confined. for the most part. to 
riding and to sailing on a nearby lake. 
with a bit of bird hunting in’ season. 
During the winter months they go in for 
skiing. and they also enjoy mountain 
climbing in the Bavarian Alps. They have 
their box at the world famous Vienna 
Opera House and attend a few of the 
outstanding operas each year. 

Visitors who show an appreciation of 
blooded horses are invited to ride. and 
encouraged to return as often as_ they 
like to take the horses out for a canter 
on the scores of picturesque bridle paths 
that ramble through the 2.000-0dd acres 
that go to make up the Ludwig land. but 
amateur riders are not encouraged. 

Prince Ludwig shares the estate with a 
cousin and a younger brother. but these 
2 have little to do with the breeding or 
training of the horses. Their interests 
lie elsewhere. 


As might be expected. Prince Ludwig 


is thoroughly anti-Communist. Although 
he has shown little interest in polities. 
he has gone to some lengths to assist in 
the evacuation of Hungarians fleeing from 
Communist rule. and it is known that he 
was active in under-cover efforts to aid 
the Freedom Fighters in the 1956 Hun- 
garian revolt against Communist domina- 
tion (which was covered by this reporter). 
Of these matters the Prince is most re- 
luctant to talk. and that is understandable.

Over at the magnificent Springdale 
track. where jumpers train. Ray Woolfe 
was schooling 9 steeplechasers. including 
his 3 money winners of 1960. Woolfe. who 
has been with Mrs. Scott since 1943. is 
conservative. but all indications point to 
another big year for Montpelier’s jumpers. 

Benguala. now 7. is still tops in the 
stable. He became “Steeplechase Horse of 
the Year” by winning the Meadow Brook. 
Brook. and Temple Gwathmey. the richest 
event for horses over obstacles. He had 
won the Temple Gwathmey as a 4-year-old 
of 1958. Woolfe breezed him for the first 
time on February 22. and he probably will 
be ready to start in May at Aqueduct. 

Incidentally. Benguala is the last racing 
son of the fine steeplechase sire Annap- 
olis. just as Montpelier’s Shipboard. twice 
winner of the Grand National and_ best 
jumper of 1957. is the last racing son of 
the great Battleship. only U. S.-bred win- 
ner of the English Grand National. Ship- 
board has been given by Mrs. Scott to 
Woolfe’s daughter. Tudy. who is making 
him into a hunter. 

Nala. winner of the Bushwick Hurdle 
and Charles L. Appleton Memorial Handi- 
caps. is a 6-year-old son of *Nasrullah 
out of Mrs. Scott’s top producer Accra 
(dam of Neji). Woolfe said he could be 
a real good horse this year. 

Kamsin. a 4-year-old. will try the brush 
this season. The 5-year-old King’s Navy. 
half-brother to Shipboard. is being 
schooled over the jumps for the first 
time after racing with modest success on 
the flat. His 4-year-old half-brother Nanti- 
coke has not started, but Woolfe believes 
that he could be a good one. 


Christiana Stable 


A new barn was built at the Camden 
training track last fall to accommodate a 
new client. the Christiana Stable of Mr. 
and Mrs. Harry W. Lunger. The 20 Thor- 
oughbreds that trainer Henry S. Clark 
sent here from the farm at Glyndon. 
Md.. include 12 Christiana horses. and 
the rest belong to clients. 

Clark. a 57-year-old third-generation 
horseman, quit winter racing some time 
ago (“Horses do better and last longer 
if you give them rest”). and he had 
been wintering on the Maryland farm. 

“The main reason I decided to come to 
Camden this winter.” he said. “is the 
early start of the New York racing sea- 
son. I picked Camden. I guess. because 
of my friendship with Ray Woolfe. and 
because Christiana trained here years ago 
under the late Jack Healey.” 

Clark has no really established horses 
here. The 2-year-olds. unnamed. include 
a hig. growthy colt by *Nasrullah—Spot- 
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ted Beauty. which cost $42.000 at Sara- 
toga. 

One of the best-looking of the 3-year- 
olds is One Rib. a full sister to Tempted. 
A late comer which started only once last 
year. she gives every indication of being 
a decent filly. Clark also likes the manner 
of a 2-year-old half-brother to Tempted. 
from Thinking Cap’s first crop. 


Tom Waller’s Horses 


The public stable of genial Tom Waller. 
who has been coming to South Carolina 
since 1929. contains a 3-year-old) which 
could cause some excitement this year— 
Robert Lehman’s Ambiopoise. a bay son 
of *Ambiorix—Bull Poise. Ambiopoise 
did not contribute to the 36 races won by 
Waller’s horses last year. but he contribu- 
ted considerably to the kitty with a second 
in the Garden State ($57.594). The per- 
formance earned him 116 pounds in the 
Experimental and nomination to the Ken- 
tucky Derby. Preakness. and Belmont. 
Waller has his fingers crossed. 

Waller has another likely sophomore in 
Mrs. Catherine Dewey’s Dark Invader. a 
chestnut by Spy Song—*Misdemeanour. 
The colt ran only twice at 2. winning once 
and getting beaten a neck. He was in the 
Experimental with 108 pounds. He seems 
to be a sprinter. 

Waller is anticipating another good year 
from William Ewing’s Four Lane. winner 
of the 1960 Delaware Valley Stakes and 
Fall Highweight Handicap. In the High- 
weight at Aqueduct. the sprinter equalled 
the track record for 6 furlongs. finishing 
in 1:09. 


Barry and Nash 


Thomas J. Barry. trainer of 2 of the 
last 3 Belmont winners (*Cavan in 1958 
and *Celtic Ash in 1960). spread a wide 
smile and diverted the conversation to a 
promising young rider he had imported 
from his native County Cork—a bright lad 
named Conn Aherne. 

“He was the leading apprentice rider 
in Ireland last year. he was.” said Barry 
of the 16-year-old jockey. “Since I have 
no horses to speak of this year. I think 
T'll take the lad’s book and make a 
$100.000. Oh yes, don’t forget to put an 
asterisk before his name.” 

Trainer Joe Nash. here for the third 
winter with 22 horses from the stable of 
F. Eugene Dixon. had pleasing experiences 
with 2 horses in 1960. First he bought a 
bad-footed horse named Cartagena from 
his father-in-law. S. C. Clyburn, of Cam- 
den. who had been hunting the horse and 
exhibiting him shows. Cartagena. 
schooled over the hurdles and prepped at 
a couple of hunt meetings. wound up 
taking 2 hurdle stakes and becoming the 
stable’s top money-winner. once beating 
Benguala and Neji. 

Then Nash brought back Be a Honey. 
which had bowed in both fore legs the

Racing Abroad 


A Good-Humored Tulloch 
Is Bad Bet for Players 


SypNry. Had trainer Smith and jockey 
George Moore read the signs correctly 
before the running of the 10-furlong St. 
George Stakes at Caulfield. Melbourne. 
they would have been filled with fears. 
Tulloch was in too placid a mood. He 
didn’t try to savage bystanders or tear 
pieces out of his trainer’s trousers. He 
was too contented to do himself justice 
against Dhaulagiri (second in the Caul- 
field Cup and fourth in the Melbourne 
Cup last spring) and Lord. which knows 
every blade of grass at that lovely track 
and has rarely suffered defeat there. 

It is on days when Tulloch is in a mad 
rage with the whole world that he does 
his best in a race. and the best he could do 
in the stakes was to finish a moderate 
third behind Dhaulagiri and Lord. with 
Nilarco in last and fourth place. 

Dhaulagiri and Lord went to the post 
with the benefit of conditioning races; 
Tulloch was making his autumn debut. 
and trainer and jockey declared that it 


would be a different story next time. in 
the Queen’s Plate at Flemington. 

After Dhaulagiri (High Peak—Solar 
Circle) won the Alister Clark Stakes, 
worth £5.150 at Moonee Valley a week 
before the Caulfield meeting. his trainer 
predicted that he would make it hot for 
Tulloch when they met. 

A few weeks ago. when A.J.C. handi- 
capper Ken Goodwin awarded Tulloch 
only 139 pounds for the Sydney Cup. 2 
miles. to be run at the autumn meeting. 
he was praised for not slaughtering the 
idol and condemned by other stables for 
throwing him into the rich race. to be 
run on the Monday after Easter. It was 
pointed out that Tulloch had 141 pounds 
in the Melbourne Cup. and the Sydney 
Cup is rated 7 pounds inferior to the 
Melbourne classic. 

In giving Tulloch 139 Goodwin per- 
haps considered the horse was not as good 
as he used to be. and perhaps he did not 
regard him as a true stayer over 2 miles

The stewards at Rosehill shocked 
jockey N. Sellwood by fining him £100 
and suspending him for careless riding in 
a race which he won. The suspension was 
until March 10, or “until he leaves for 
France.” 

In an impassioned plea for leniency 
Sellwood told the stewards that he expect- 
ed to go to France shortly to ride for 
Alec Head. in place of George Moore. and 
he pointed to his good record as a rider. 

Sellwood is wanted for France by March 
18. You could hardly describe it as a 
happy send-off for the leading jockey.
